Subject :—Extension of period of revalidation—Procedure. 

File No. 19 (11) ]85-ElI ,—Attention is invited to paragraph 
IS (8) (a) of the Import and Export Policy 1985-88 (VoL Jl) 
according to which the Licensing Authority which issued 
the licence has to be satisfied within 7 days of its issue that no 
ship is available for carrying the consignment (s) within the said 
period of 45 days, while considering the requests for revalidation 
of the export licence. 

2. On a review of the position, it has been decided that the 
Licensing Authority will have to satisfy themselves with respect to 
the non-availability of the ship within 30 days instead of 7 days 
from the date of issue of the licence. 

3. Accordingly, paragraph 13 (8) of the Import and Export Policy 
* Book 1983-88 (VoLII) appearing at pages 2-3 thereof and the corres¬ 
ponding provision in para 375 (viii) In the Hand Book of Import- 
Export Procedures, 1985-88 shall be substituted by the following 

“Shipments of the quantity covered by the contract against 
which die licence has been issued shall be made within 
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the period of its validity. No extension of time shall be 
granted except in the case where the licensing authority 
which issued the licence, is satisfied within 30 days of its 
issue that no ship is available for carrying the consign¬ 
ment (s) within die said period of 45 days. In such an 
event an extension upto 15 days only from the date of 
expiry of the licence shall be available for effecting die 
shipments. No second extension will be granted i.e., the 
licence will lapse automatically thereafter 1 '.
